The Resolution as Passed. 

Washington, May 20.—The joint resolution 
recognizing the existence of a state of war 
in Cuba, and declaring that strict neutral- 
ity shall be maintained by the United 
States, passed the senate by a vote of 41 to 


14 at a late hour thés afternoon. The reso- | 
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Jution-as pussed is as follows: ‘ 
“Resolved, ete., That a condition of public 
war exists between the government of Spain 
and the government proclaimed and for 
some time maintained by force of arms by 
the people of Cuba, and that the United 
States of America shall maintain a strict 


neutrality between the contending parties, 

according to each all the rights of belliger- 

pe in the ports and territory of the United 
ates.’’ 


The vote on the final passage of the réso- 
lution was as follows: Yeas—Bacon, Baker,

An analysis of the vote shows that the 
affirmative was cast by 18 republicans and 
19 democrats and 4 populists, and the nega- 
tive by 12 republicans. and 2 democrats. 

Efforts To Prevent a Vote. 

Prior to the final vote, the motion of 
Senator Hale to refer the resolution to the 
committee on foreign relations was tabled— 
yeas, 34; nays, 19. 

Mr. Fairbanks, of Indiana, then proposed 
a substitute providing that the president 
extend the good offices of the United 
States to Spain toward securing an end to 
the conflict and the ultimate independence 
of the island. 

This, too, was tabled. Yeas 36. nays 16. 
Then followed the adoption of the original 
resolution. 

The voting occurred after an exciting 
debate, participated in by Senators Thurs- 
ton, Nebraska; Elkins, West Virginia; 
White, California; Fairbanks, Indiana; 
Hale, Maine; Spooner, Wisconsin, and 
Gorman, Maryland. . 

Mr. Thurston, who presided over the re- 
publican national convention at St. Louis, 
recalled the stirring scene when that con- 
vention enthusiastically inserted a Cuban 
plank in the platform, and declared that 
this resolution was in partial fulfiillment 
of that pledge. 

Messrs. Elkins and White urged a conser- 
vative course and an inquiry by a commit- 
tee. Then came the first vote—that on the 
Hale motion to refer. 

It was a test of strength, and the defeat 
of the motion assured the passage of the 
resolution. 

Mr. Fairbanks tried to stem the tide by 
offering a compromise proposition, some- 
what on the lines of the Cuban plank 
adopted at St. Louis, but it met the same 
fate as the other motion. 

‘This brought Mr. Hale forward for a 
final protest. He spoke with intense earn- 


estness and feeling and with a trace of 


bitterness in his words. He deciared that 
the elements opposed to the admimistration, 
der-ocrats and populists, had furnished the 
bulk of the vote in favor of the resolution, 
and that the foreign policy of the admin- 


istration was thus to be dictated en |

, More Was Not Expected. 

The Cuban resolution came up unexpect- 
edly at 12:30 p. m. when Senator Morgan 
asked that it be considered without wait- 
ing for its formal presentation at 2 o’clock. 
This was agreed to and Mr. Thurston, of 
Nebraska, addressed the senate. 


He spoke of the bloody contests which 


had raged during the last two years. 
There was ample information us to its ¢x- 
tent from American correspond=nts who 
had written their dispa*ches on tle field 
of battle, from the reports which filled 
the records of the senate and fn the ar- 
chives of the state department. Every 
man in the United States ought to pray 
for action on this questigm ani if any 
senator was not sufficiently infermed Mr. 
Thurston commended him to the consider- 
ation of his constituents. 

“Peace in Cuba!”’ exclaimed the senator. 
“If there is peace in Cuba, it is the de- 
vasted fields. | 

“Peace in Cuba! If there is peace in Cuba 
it is the peace of desolated homes. 

“If there ts peace in Cuba, ft is the peace 
of ravished women and starving children, 
and the paeans of this peace are sung by 
the uncoffined dead.” 

“T am a party man of the ultra type,” 
proceeded Mr. Thurston, “but over and 
above my duty to my party is that of 
my country, to humanity and to God, and 
and I would be unworthy of my great 
party if I shaped my course on this reso- 
lution through party considerations. 

It Is Sherman’s Resolution. 


‘“‘No republican can afford to vote against 
this resolution because it was introduced 
by the democratic senator from Alabama.” 

Mr. Morgan quickly disclaimed personal 
authorship for the resolution, saying it 
was but a copy of one offered in the senate 
by Mr. Sherman, now the first man in 
the republican party, next to the president 
and vice president. It was, therefore, es- 
sentially republican in its. origin. 

Referring to the right of search which 
would follow recognition of belligerency, 


Mr. Thurston said there could be no prov- 
ocation to war if the search was conducted 
in accordance with international law, but 
if the search was conducted by Spain or 
any other power, without respect to inter- 
national law, “there ought to be war by 
the United States of -America, and war 
shall come to maintain the honor of the 
nation.” 

Mr. Thurston insisted that ft was time 
this government, by its action, gave. the 


“@uban cause a proper "position before the 


world, the right to carry their flag on land 
and sea, the right to stand beside Spain 
in the money markets of the world, the 
right to struggle in an honorable way. 
Then the senator closed as follows: 


Send Our Mightiest Battleship. 

“These things the United States of Amer« 
lea can constitutionally and lawfully do. 
Let us do it now. 

“Let us dispatch the mightiest battleship 
of the United States to Cuba. 

‘Let us station her in the harbor of 
Havana that there her frowning guns may 
disturb the spirit of tyranny by night, and 
by day her shining stars may cheer the 
hearts of those who are struggling to be 
free.”’ 

Mr. Elkins, of West Virginia, followed in 
a speech urging that the senate should not 
but should await the 
inquiries now being made by the officials 
of the government. He denied the state- 
ment of Mr. Mason that Cuban babies were 
taxed at birth and Cuban brides at the 
altar. 7 

“What becomes of the grown people,”’ he 
asked sarcastically. 

‘Very few of them grow up,’’ answered 
Mr. Mason, amid laughter. 

Mr. Elkins went on to say that the pos- 
sibilities of war were being treated very 
lightly. He added: ‘Spain can declare war 
and not fire a gun and it will cost this 
nation $500,000,000.’’ 

The senator urged that the presfdent was 
as patriotic and as zealous to protect our 
interests as any senator. Why, he asked, 
should this senate seek to coerce the presi- 
dent to action and place him in a false posi- 
tion? 

Mr. White, of California, opposed the res- 
olution and was led into several lively and 
amusing exchanges with Mr. Chandler. He 
argued that recognition was exclusively an 
executive function. 

Mr. White, quoting the law, said the rec- 
ognition of the Culfins as belligerents would 
in no way relieve them from the obligation# 
of the neutrality laws. 

Mr. Hawley spoke briefly on the desira- 
bility of conservative and cautious action 
at a time of serious emergency. Ke closed 
at 3:10 o'clock Pp. m. and the voting began 
at once. The pending question was on the 
Hale motion to refer the Cuban resolution 
to the committee on foreign relations. The 
vote was followed with intense interest by 
the crowded galleries. Senators who had 
taken leading parts in the debate moved 
hurriedly about the chamber marshaling 
their forces. The Hale motion to refer was 
defeated by the decisive vote of—yeas, i9; 
nays, #4. 

A hum of excited comment ran through 
the galleries as the vice president, in calm 
tones, announced the defeat of the motion 
to refer, adding that the question now was 
on the adoption of the resolution.

RELIEF GRANTED FOR AMERICANS 


Stirring Speeches Were Made and the 
Texan Gave Some Telling Blows. 
The House Adjourned Un- 
til Monday—Will Be. 

More Delay. 


Washington, May %.—Cuban affairs 
furnished the house with a day of bitter 
partisan debate. 

The resolution appropriating $50,000 for 
the relief of American citizens was adopt- 
ed without a dissenting vote, but the demo- 
crats endeavored tov force consideration 
also of the Morgan resolution for recogni- 
tion of the belligerency of the insurgents. 
They accused the republicans of endeavor- 
ing to evade this issye, but the dominant 
party through its 3 esman, Mr. Hitt, 
made the important statement that the re- 
publicans desired not to embarrass fiego- 
tiations which were being projected by 
President McKiniey to secure the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. 

While Mr. Hitt disclaimed presidential 
authority for his statement, it was well- 
known that he had been in consultation 
with Me. McKinley on the question and 
knew whereof he spoke. 

Today’s programme was that forecasted 
by the Associated Press. The committee 
on rules presented a speech giving two 
hours debate on the relief resolution. Mr. 
Balley endeavored to present the views of 
the minority committee and to move a re- 
committal, but wae, declared out of order 
by Speaker Reed. ©

publicans, Messrs...Coopéer; of Wisconsin; 
Colson, of Kentucky, and Robbins, of Penn- 
sylvania, voted to consider ‘the senate 
resolution. The galleries were packed and 
manifested their usual sympathy. 

The speeches were made by Messrs. Da)- 
zell, of Pennsylvania; Bailey, Hitt, Gros- 
venor, of Ohio; Williams, of Mississippi; 
Livingston, of Georgia; Wheeler, of Ala- 
bama; Adams, of Pennsylvania; Clayton, 
of Alabama; McMillin, of Tennessee; Bell, 
of Colorado; Simpson, of Kansas; Hull, of 
lowa, and Brown, of Ohio. Mr. Robbins, 
of Pennsylvania, gave a graphic deecrip- 
tion of fhe situation in Cuba based on a 
personal visit. 

The house rejected the third conference 
report on the opening of the Utah gilsonite 
lands, and instructed fits conferees to eup- 
port a plan proposed by Mr. Lacey, ot 
Iowa, by which the secretary of the in- 
terior would lease the lands, the govern: 
ment receiving a royalty, and provisions 
against a monopoly being made. 

The keynote to the republicans’ course on 
Cuba was sounded by Mr. Dalzell, who de- 
clared that the only question before the 
house was giving relief to the suffering 
Americans in Cuba. Mr. Ogden, of Louisi- 
ana, desired that Mr. Dalzell inférm the 
house the cause of the suffering of Ameri- 
cans in Cuba, but Mr. Dalzell replied the 
resolution was not before the house; that 
the same information upon the topic was 
at the disposition of all members. 

Bailey Takes a Turn. 

“The gentleman should not attempt to 
mislead the country into the belief that that 
is the only question that ought to be be- 
fore the house,’’ declared Mr. Bailey to Mr. 
Dalzell. He read the Morgan resolution. 

“The question of belligerency,’’ Mr. Bal- 
ley asserted, ‘‘is the one really before the 
house. 

“If you believe you can vote it down, why 
meet it like men and vote it down,’’ he de 
will have vastly 
more respect for you if you meet it like 
men than if you run away from it every 
time it Is presented to you. 

“You declare that Americans are suffer- 
ing from the effects of war in Cuba, and 
yet you refuse to recognize that war exists 
in Cuba. 

“If war does not exist there the United 
States should declare war, for nothing but 
the necessity of war can justify penning up 
American citizens in cities and starving 
them. 

“The attitude of the house would be a 
surprise to the republican masses,’’ he con- 
tinued, “for the republican convention has 
not only declared that war exists, but that 
it was the duty of the United States to ter- 
minate that war, professing a solicitude for 
Cubans you now refuse tO carry out. These 
were fine words, but in strange contrast to 
your action today. 

“Then you were anxious to do more than 
the sound judgment of the country would 
perhaps sanction, now you refuse to do 
what common sense demands."’ 

He went on to say that the stock gam- 
blers had become alarmed and they would 
rather see the country imsulted than jus- 
tice done, and the republican party was 
standing as it always did. on the side of 
the immensely rich.

McKINLEY FOR INDEPENDENCE 


HITT INTIMATES PRESIDENT 
WANTS TO SEE CUBA FREE. 


Resolution Will Not Be Adopted Un- 
til Special Commissioner Cal- 
houn Is Heard From. 


Washington, May 20.—President McKinley 
is not likely to be called upon to take 
action upon the Cuban resolution passed 
by the senate for some time and perhaps 
not at all. 

The resolution would not be sent to him 
for his approval until it had been adopted 
by the house and whether the house takes 
it up must be decided hereafter. 

It is known that Mr. McKinley desires 
the postponement of final congressional 
action on the Cuban question until the re- 
port of Mr. Calhoun, who is on the island 
to investigate the conditions there, has 
been made. 

Mr. Hitt said guardedly in the debate 
today that the adoption of the Morgan 
resolution at this time migfit embarrass 
negotiations which the president has in 
mind to secure the independence of Cuba, 


that he spoke by authority, it was well 
known that he had been in consultation 
with the president on Cuban affairs and 
his utterance was taken as a reflection of 
the wish of the executive. 

The senate resolution can be brought be- 
fore the house only by a special rule and 
Speaker Reed is known to be opposed to 
its adoption at this time. 

There may be much pressure brought to 
bear by the republicans who think early 
action on the Cuban question advisable to 
have the resolution adopted by the house, 
but so long as the leaders consider that i& 


may embarrass President McKinley's plans 
it is likely to Ile on the table.

SENATOR BARLE OF 
CAROLINA IS DBAD 


A Man Distinguished Throughout the 
South Passes Away. 


ILLNESS WAS NOT LONG 


Death Changes the Political Checke 
Board of the Palmetto State. 


GOV. ELLERBE WILL NAME HIS SUCCESSOE 


Congressman Mclaurin Is Considered 
First Choice for the Va- 
cancy. 


Columbia, S. C., May 2.—(Special.)— 
United States Senator Earle, who was 
elected lest January, died at his residence 
in Greenville this afternoon at 5:35. 

He had been ill for several weeks, but 
until yesterday hopes were entertained of 
his recovery. Brights disease was the 
trouble. 

Senator Earle, next to M. C. Butler, was 
the most distinguished looking man who 
has been in public life in South Carolina 
for many years. Retiring in a manner, and 
quiet of speech ordinarily, he could be 
intensely impressive in language and ag- 
gressive in action, as was so dramatically 
instanced during the campaign last sum- 
mer, when in the Florence courthuuse, 
Senator Earle, then a circuit judge, re- 
sented Governor Evans's reference to him 
as a puppy by slapping the governors 
face. 

His death has already caused a stir 
among ‘the politicians. The selection- of 
his successor may change the whole polit- 
ical checker board as it had been drawn 


for South Carolina to 1900. 

The strongest man in the reform party, 
is Congressman 
John L. McLaurin. His record as At- 
torney general of the state and as come 
greseman, his cleanness and conserva- 
tism, would make him the logical appointees 
of Governor Ellerbee, who, as his purpose 
is avowedly to br.ng the factions together, 
would not select a radical partisan from 
either side. . ‘ 

(INext to McLaurin, Attorney General 
Barber is considered the strongest lawyer, 
whose work might entitle him to that 
honor. : 

It has been suggested that Governor El- 
lerbe would order a. primary, but he will 
not shirk the responsibility, and the ap- 
pointment will probably be*made within 4@ 
fortnight. If McLaurin is the appointee, 
and his chances are certainly the best, he 
will almost certainly be elected by the 
legislature next January. While the elec- 
tion of any other man who might be ap- 
pea? would be very problematic, 

Judge Earle. was bora of ‘highiy’ inate sh 
ble parentage in Greenville 
April 30, 1847. His father, Elias D. Barie, 
of Greenville, was a prominent lawyer and 
at one time held the office of superintend- 
ent of public works of the state. Judge 
Earle’s father married Susan C. Haynes- 
worth, of Sumter county, this state in 
183%.

Immediate- 
ly upon leaving the academy he hastened 
to join the ranks of the confederate army, 
In July, 1864, at the age of seventeen, he 
enlisted as a private in Charles's battery of 
light artillery, at the close of the war a 
part of Kemper’s artillery. 

At the close of the war Judge Earle re- 
turned home and entered the Furman unil- 
versity, where he graduated in 1867. Like 
most southern people, the family of Judge 
Earle were impoverished by the war, 89 
young Earle had to make his own way in 
life. He chose law as his profession, but 
being too poor to study it indepeident.y, 
he taught school by day and studied law 
at night. In April, 1870, he was admitted 
to the bar and began the practice of his 
profession at Anderson, where he remained 
until 1875, when he removed to Sumbter, 
a <<. 

As a lawyer Judge Earle soon distinguish- 
ed himself. 

In 1878 he was elected to the legislature, 
and for four years he was a useful and 
able member of that body. He declined re- 
election to the house in 158, but was 
elected senator from- Sumter county in 
1882. 

In 188 he was elected attorney general | 
and for two térms filled that responsibie 
position with signal ability. In 1880 he 
had the honor of representing his party in 
the national democratic convention at Cis- 
cinnati. Again in 1884 he went as a delegate 
to the national convention, and was #@- 
lected a member of the committee to no.ify 
Mr. Cleveland of his nomination as pres- 


dent. 
Returns to Greenville. 

In 1888 Judge Parle dectined the nomina- 
tion of governor because he was committed 
to the support of Governor Richardson, 
who was a candidate for re-election. He 
ran against Tillman for governor in 189), 
but was defeated. Judge Parte then re 
turned to Greenville, the bome of his boy- 
hood, and opened his law office, determining 
to devote his entire attention to the prac- 

rofession.

circuit. On the bench his great courtesy, 
his impartiality and rigid adherence to 
the law as he found it written won for him 
the reputation of being an honest and ca- 
e judge.

On entering the 
senate he at once commanded the respect 
of the chamber. He was a gentleman by 
birth and never forfeited his birthright.

Judge Barle was married May 19, 1888, to 
his cousin, Miss Anna M. Earle, a most 
attractive and interesting woman. To 
them have been born nine children, of 
whom six survive.

The Rome correspondent of The Daily 
Mail says he learns on unquestionable au- 
thority that the powers have agreed upon 
the chief conditions of peace, namely, in- 
demnity to the amount of five millions of 
pounds, guaranteed by a control of the 
Greek customs, and the rectification of the 
frontier, details as to which have not yet 


been settled. 
The armistice agreement stipulates that a 


mixed commission of officers of superior 
rank shall establish a neutral zone between 
the two armies and that no advance and 
meither flank shall be permitted. 

It is understood that Turkey wants the 
commission to be constituted of the for- 
eign military attaches with the two armies. 

Crown Prince Constantine, it is said, sent 


@ personal appeal to the czar not to allow 
the Greck army to be crushed by a force 
four time greater than itself, and that as a 
consequence the czar insisted on the arm- 
istice. 

_-‘Ralli Talks of Indemnity. 

ATHENS, May 20.—M. Ralli, the premier, 
in the course of an interview today said: 

“The indemnity which Greece will pay to 
Turkey will be in proportion to the re- 
sources of Greece and her financial posi- 
tion. The cession of territory. is out of the 
question. Greece cannot accept a modifica- 
tion of the strategic frontier which would 
render easy the raiding of Greek territory 
by armed bands and which would compel 
Greece to maintain a numerous army in 
order to prevent such incursions.”’ 


Lamia Deserted by Greeks. 

LONDON, May 20—The Times correspond- 
ent at Athens says: When the crown 
prince arrived at Lamia he had been prac- 
tically abandoned by his army. Colone! 
Mastrapas and his division had already left 
the town,’ directing their flight toward 
Alamana, Molono and Atalanti. 

After vainly trying to collect the rem- 
nants of his army at Lamia, the crown 
prince with his staff went to Alamana, 
where another attempt was made to rally 
the fugitive troops. 

But this was only partly successful and 
during the whole of Tuesday Lamia lay 
deserted and at the mercy of the Turks, 
who, however, made no attempt to oc- 
cupy it.”

My Dear Sir: I 
wired you today asking you to respite my 
son Blijah, sentenced to be hanged at M¢c- 
Rae next Friday. He didn’t have a fair 
trial, and I am a poor old negro who don’t 
know what to do but to ask you to please 
respite him for a time or send him to the 
chaingang for life—anything but break his 
neck. I have no money to help him out 
of his trouble. Now please take up his case 
and do something about it if possible. If 
we had had an opportunity to show up his 
side of the case it would have seemed a 
crime considerably less than murder, as 
was found by the jury.

MOUNTAIN MAID WARNS FRIEND 


GAVE REVENUE OFFICERS THE 
SLIP. IN EARLY MORN. 


Two Moonshiners Escape—Marshals, 


While Raiding, Are Fired Upon 
from Ambush. 


A beautiful young mountain girl betray- 
ed a party of revenue men to the moon- 
shiners in Murray county this week and 
it was only by a hair’s breadth that the 
officers escaped with their lives. 

On Tuesday night Deputy Marshal R. L, 
Bates, in company with Deputy Collectors 
BE. M. W. Rembert, E. T. McAfee, R. M. 
Coleman and a posse of nine men, made a 
raid in Murray county twenty-two miles 
northeast of Spring Place and two miles 
from the Tennessee line. 

The part of Murray county raided is in- 
habited by such daring and desperate 
characters as Peter Larmon, Jim Cantrell 
and other reckless outlaws. The tevenue 
men anticipated trouble and for that rea- 
son took with them the large posse. 

The officers were notified by their guides 
that unless they succeeded in capturing 
Dyer, Larmon, Cantrell and Lewis they 
would never get out of the county with 
their lives. This notice made the men de- 
termined in their efforts to capture the 
four men, one of whom was a son of old 
Peter Larmon, the worst moonshiner who 
ever operated in north Georgia. 

The officers and posse, after considerable 
trouble and great risk, succeeded in captur- 
ing William Dyer, Frank Lewis, John 
Wright, and would have caught Cantrell 
and Larmon had.it not been for the be-

ing for day to approach the house, and if 
it had not been for the girl who charmed 
the two guards the moonshiners would 
have been captured in a half-hour more. 

Just a little while before day the guards 
noticed the girl leave her nouse, but her 
innocent appearance disarmed ali suspicion 
and they allowed her to peoceed, huving 
no other thought than that she was pre- 
paring breakfast. When she had walked 
a short distance from the nouse she start- 
ed to run and before the oflicers could 
stop her she was 100 yards away. She ran 
with the swiftness of a deer and in a few 
seconds the guards saw her knock excited- 
ly upon the door offthe house where Lar- 
mon and Cantrell were sleeping. She told 
the two moonshiners of tne presence of 
the officers and the mountairicers quickly 
made their escape. 

The officers waited until day and then 
destroyed two fine distileries which they 
had found. Over 3,000 gallons of beer was 
poured out of barrels and for a few min- 
utes an amber-colored river flowed down 
the mountain side. 

After destroying the stills and the beer 
the officers and posse started back to Dal- 
ton with their prisoners. They had prog- 
ressed but a few hundred yards, when a 
volley of bullets was poured into them. It 
seemed to the officers that every mountain 
rock hid a sharpshooter. Af least thirty 
shots were fired before the officers realized 
their dangerous position. The moonshiners 
evidently saw that their companions were 
in the party and refrained from shooting 
any more for fear of striking one of their 
friends, for after the first volley they re- 
tired and no more was seen of them. The 
officers reached Dalton with their prisoners 
without any further mishap. Tne men 
were tried before United States Commis- 
sioner Jones, who committed Dyer to Ful- 
ton county jail and released Lewis und 
Wright on bond. 

Cantrell, who escaped capture, is the no- 
torious moonshiner who was with Peter 
Larmon when he was captured. On Jan- 
uary 12th, this year, Officers Kellogg and 
Trammell made a raid in Gilmer and Mur- 
ray counties. They found Jim Cantrell! and 
Peter Larmon at work at a distillery.

Mr. Davis spoke for about twen- 
ty minutes. During this time the most in- 
tense attention was given to the speaker's 
every word, and the audience evidenced its 
indorsement in the faces of the men and 
women who composed it rather than in 
any boisterous demonstration. The peo- 
ple were'awed by the solemnity of the oc- 
casion, 

At the conclusion of the address Mr. 
Davis turned to Mr. Cobb and said: 

Takes the Oath of Office. 

“Tt am now ready to take the oath of 
office."’ 

As the president-elect turned to face Mr. 
Cobb on his right he raised his right hand, 
inclined his head downward and placed his 
left hand on the big Bible, which is so 
sacredly preserved in the state capitol 
here as a memento of the occasion. The 
Testament on this occasion was lying open 
on a small table to the right of Mr, Da- 
vis. In the attitude described the oath was 
administered by Mr. Cobb. The obligation 
was in the usual form, concluding with the 
words: “So help you God.” When Mr. 
Cobb had spoken the oath the president 
bowed low his head and reverently re- 
peated the words: “So help me God,” 
whereupon Mr. Cobb lifted the open Bibie 
from the table and Mr. Davis stooped and 
kissed the page. 

The scene is pronounced by witnesses to 
have been intensely thrilling—the voice, 
the attitude and the fervency of the presi- 
dent’s invocation bringing tears to the eyes 
of all the people. The story that Mr. 
Davis wept, however, is pronounced by 
General Sanford and others who were pres- 
ent, to be untrue. 

The birth of the new nation was an- 
nounced by the booming of cannon, the 
blowing of the steamboat and foundry 
whistles and the continued shouting of the 
multitude. A new flag was spread to the 
breeze and was raised to the top of the 
capitol, where it floated from the flagstaff. 

After the inauguration ceremony the 
congress repaired to the senate chamber, 
Mr. Davis accompanying the members. A 
brief executive session was held, after 
which the body adjourned for the day and 
Mr. Davis returned to his carriage. The 
procession back to the hotel was about in 
the same order as that on the march to the 
capitol. On the way back Mr. Manley 
gave up his seat in the carriage to Mr. 
Howell Cobb. Vice President Stephens and 
Captain Jones were the other occupants 
of the carriage on the return trip. 

A brilliant reception was tendered on the 
night of that day to Mr. Davis in Esteile 
hall, in the build'ng at the corner of Dex- 
ter avenue and Perry streets, now occtu- 
pied by the dry goods firm of Natchman & 
Mertief. The entire business portion of 
Dexter avenue was illuminated in honor 
of this reception.

NEGRO DEFIES THE POLICE 


HE WAS ARRESTED WHILE BEAT- 
ING A MAN. 


At the Barracks He Sprang at Officers 
and Defied the Whole Police 
Department. —

Police officers handled a desperate negro 
last night about 12 o'clock. 

A few minutes before that hour loud cries 
of “Police!’’ “Murder!’’ ‘‘Help!" were heard 
on Butler street between the railroad and 
Decatur street. This is near the Butler 
street culvert and is considered a danger- 
ous locality on account of the place pre- 
senting a tempting spot for footpads. 

The police officers, Patrolmen T. B. Land- 
ford and Coker, who were on the Decatur 
street beat, ran to Butler street and found 
one negro attempting to brain another with 
a heavy rock. As he would lift his hand 
to throw, the man who was crying for help 
would dodge about among. the pillars 
which support the culvert. The officers suc- 
ceeded in catching the negro with the rock, 
but hed a terrible tussel with him before 


He cursed and fought on the way to the 
barracks. 

As the door was thrown open, the ne- 
gro, who gave his name as Tom Pitts, 
exclaimed: 

“If you think you are men, just take off 
these handcuffs and I will kill you fn two 
minutes.’’ 

When the handcuffs were removed Pitts 
made a rush at Patrolman Coker, who was 
only kept from striking the officer by being 
held by another policeman. 

With an oath he made a spring at the 
officer who had held him, and this time it 
took a blow to keep him away. 

Pitts was like an enraged bull, and dared 
the entire police department to come at 
him. He was taken hold of by a number 
of officers and dragged into a cell. 

As the cell door closed on him he was 
cursing the police. department and mak- 
ing threats of what he intended doing as 
soon as he got aut... 

The negro whom he attacked with the 
rock stated that Pitts had seen him go 
to a house to sell 25 cents worth of weiner- 
wurst to a woman, and when the woman 
went into the house to get the money Pitts 
tried to drive him away so he could collect 
the money. He refused to go and then the 
assault was made with the rock. Pitts will 
have more than one case made against 


him. 


THE CRIMINAL COURT. 


Several Years in Sentences Were Im- 


posed Yesterday. 

Judge Candler disposed of ten criminal 
cases yesterday, imposing sentences which 
amount to twenty years. Court meets again 
this morning and the last of the jail cases 
will be disposed of today. 

Jim Patton, the negro who was charged 
with the wholesale robbery of houses on 
the north side, was convicted and sentenc- 
ed to five years in the penitentiary. Eliza 
Patton, jointly indicted with him, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of burglary and was 
sent up for twelve months. 

Robert Kendrick, George Heard and 
Henry Brown, charged with robbery, were 
found guilty and given five years each. 

George Brown was indicted by the grand 
jury for robbery, but was found not guilty. 
John Carter, charged with the offense of 
burglary, was also acquitted by the jury. 

Jeff Harris was placed on-trial under an 
indictment charging him with an assault 
with intent to murder, and he, too, was 
found not guilty. John Johnson, larceny, 
was released upon a verdict of not guilty. 


THE WEATHER.

The Crowd Wanted To Mob Craig, but 
the Police Saved Him—Sheridan 
Is Indignant. 


With the Cubans fighting for liberty, the 
Greeks warring against the Turks and @ 
small sized war at the ball grounds, things 
are getting warm as summer approaches. 

The game of ball yesterday between the 
Knoxville Indians and the Atlanta team 
came very near terminating in a smali- 
sized riot, and it came from the cause 
which is generally at the bottom of all 
baseball riots—the umpire. 

From the very start the game was a hot 
one and both sides played as if their lives 
depended on the outcome. Mr. Hugh 
Craig was act’ng as umpire, and all through 
the game the Atlanta players complained 
that he was giving them the worst of the 
decisions. In the ninth inning the war 
broke out and for a time it looked as if 
the spectators might take a hand. The 
score stood five to four in favor of the vis- 
itors: it was Atlanta’s last inning. Crane 
was on third base and Ramp was on sec- 
ond, with no one out, and Kalkoff at the 
bat. Kalkoff hit a/ hot grounder to the 
first baseman, who put Kalkoff out at first 
and started to throw the ball home to catch 
Crane, who was sprinting for the plate. 
But instead of throwing the ball, he went 
out to the umpire and claimed that Kal- 
koff had interferred with him. Crane was 
safe at home, but Umpire Craig told him 
to go back to-third base. This, of course, 
Manager Sheridan refused to let him do, 
and then the umpire called Crane out and 
would not allow the run. 

A howl went up from the grand stand 
and the Atlanta team went for the umpire. 
Umpire Craig did not know what to do, 
for eighteen howling gesticulating baseball 
players will worry almost anybody. After 
about fifteen minutes of the most frantic 
squabbling the game proceeded and the 
Atlanta team considered Crane’s run as 
having counted and the Indians considerea 
Crane as having made an out. Stewart 
flew out to the shortstop and the Indians 
came in from the field. 

Craig still held to his decision and called 
Crane out. He said the game was Knox- 
ville’s by the score of five to four. This 
was not only met by hisses and howls 
from the crowd, but it looked as if they 
would go for Craig. The police held them 
back and Craig got off without anything 
worse than a cursing by the Atlanta play- 
ers. As he was leaving the field, the 
president of the Atlanta club ordered him 
never to put his feet on the grounds again. 
Craig has umpired his last game for the 
Atlanta team and Manager Sheridan said 
that before he would let his men play 
again in a game with Craig as umpire, he 
would stop playing ball forever, if it broke 
up the Southeastern and every other 
league. . 

“We have been robbed away from home 

and I intend to see that we get a fair 
deal at home or we will stop. I do not 
know who will umpire the game tomorrow, 
but it will be a man that will give us at 
least a fair deal.’’ 

The president of the Atlanta club filed 
the following protest with President Blood- 
worth, of the league. President Blood- 
worth has not done anything as yet, out if 
Knoxville is given the game it will be time 
for the Atlanta team to quit. It was so 
plainly a tie game that no team ought to 
stay in a league where such biunders are 
made. 

At any rate there will be a new umpire 
at Brisbine park today. 

“Hon. J. G. Bloodworth, President South- 
eastern League of Professional Baseball 
Clubs—Dear Sir: I desire to formally pro- 
test against the award of today’s game 
between Atlanta and Knoxville favor of 
the latter club, as ruled by e umpire, 
Hugh Craig.

It ig national, constitutional, legal— 
shall an American citizen who is acknowl- 
edged to bein every way worthy and com- 
petent; who is well indorsed by the best 
people of the city where he was born and 
raised and. now lives; who is a member 
of the national executive committee of his 
party, be refuse@”an appointment in that 
city by a republican administration, pbe- 
cause the applicant is not of pure Anglo- 
Saxon blood? 

This is an issue which cannot be clouded 
by a consideration of local party policy, 
or by personal reflections. It must be met 
and accepted, It cannot be dodged. 

The case of Lyons, of Augusta, has 
reached a point where not Lyons but the 
national republican party is on trial. And 
if his appointment is refused because of 
his color, that party will thereby abandon 
the whole issue forced upon our acceptance 
as a settlement after the war. 

The proposed XIVth amendment to the 
constitution was the basis of the republican 
reconstruction policy. After great trial 
and tribulation this amendment and the 
XVth were aceepted by Georgia and the 
other southern states, and are now in full 
force as the constitution of the United 
States, under which all our political rights 
are defined. 

It would be political cowardice for the 
republican party to new ignore the Iegit- 
imate results of their own Jegislation and 
policy, by refusing to appoint Lyons as 
postmastér at Augusta, for no ether rea- 
son than the color of his skin.

PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD MEETS 


DR. GOETCHIUS, OF ROME, IS 
ELECTED MODERATOR. 


Addresses Heard from the Ministers. 
This Assembly Will Discuss 
Important Questions. 


Crarlotte, N. C., May %.—The thirty- 
seventh annual session of the general as- 
sembly of the Southern Presbyterian church 
was called to order in the First Presby- 
terian church today. The assembly was 
organized by the election of Rev. G. T. 
Goetchius, D.D., of Rome, Ga., as modera- 
tor, and Drs. Wiggins and A. R, Cooke, as 
clerks. 

The religious services consisted of a ser- 
mon by the retiring moderator, Rev. R. O. 
Mallard, who preached forcefully on the 
journey of Israel through the wilderness, 

Dr. Mallard also spoKe strongly in favor 
of the continued separate existence of the 
southern general assembly to which over- 
tures for consolidation have been made from 
the north, 


The assembly reconvened at 4 o'clock to 


hear the reports from the committees ‘on 
publication, home and foreign missions, 
ministerial education and assemblys, home 
and school, The reports were in the main 
encouraging except from the last named. 
Scarcity of funds is crippling the work. 

The reports were referred to the standing 
committees te be appointed, The ad in- 
terim committee, which has charge of the 
programme for the two hundred and fiftieth 
celebration of the adoption of the church 
standards, reported. 

It suggested that addresses be made on 
six evenings of the assembly, but after- 
ward changed to the reading of one at noon 
and two at night. There are eleven ad- 
dresses in all. Tonight the large edifice 
in which the assembly is being held was 
filled with a distinguished gathering. 

The new moderator, Dr. Goetchius, pre- 
sided, proving himself worthy of the be- 
lief of his friends that he would preside 
with firmness in every way creditably. 

The assembly came to order at 8:45. ‘*‘We 
are here tonight,’”’ said the moderator, ‘“‘to 
begin the celebration of the two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the Westmin- 
ster standards.’’ 

Two addresses were read. The first on 
‘The Social and Polftical Condition of 
Britain at the Time, With Special Refer- 
ence to These Aspects of the Times; That 
(a) prepared the way for the calling of the 
assembly, and (b) exerted an influence on 
it when called,” by Rev. Henry A. White, 
of Washington and Lee university; the oth- 
er was “The Religious Situation of Britain 
at the Time,” by Rev. Robert Price, D. D. 
Both addresses were exceptionally able. 

Dr. McPhaters, of Columbia, made the 
closing prayer. The assembly holds three 
sessions a day, 9:30 to 1 p. m.; 3:80 to 6 p. 
m.; 8:30 to 10:30 p. m.

ROME’S TAX RATE REDUCED 


ASSESSORS INCREASE PERSONAL 
PROPERTY RETURNS. 


Council Finds $500,000 More to As- 
sess and Make the Per Cent 
Smaller. 


Rome, Ga., May 20.—<Special.)—At a 
meeting of the city council tonight Rome’s 
tax rate for the coming year was fixed at 
9% cents. 

This is a decrease of 15 cents from last 
year’s levy and has been made possible 
by the large increase in personal tax ¢e- 
turns, 

The assessors have been at work for the 
past week summoning business men of all 
kinds to show why they had returned their 
personal tax at an amount below what it 
should be. The result has been that a !it- 
tle more than $500,000 has been discovered 
enabling the council to meet ajl necessary 
appropriations and at the same time fix 
the rate lower than it has even been. 

The citizens generally indorse the action 
of the council and nearly all classes feel 
that they have done a fine piece of wcrk 
in cutting down the tax rate and at the 
same time keeping up all the departments. 

The appropriation which was taken away 
from one of the fire companies some time 
ago has been reconsidered and returned. 

The Assessors Summoned. 

The assessors summoned about 75 per 
cent of the business men and wealthy 
citizens of Rome and demanded of them 
the reason why they returned their per- 
sonal property for taxation at a sum less 
in amount than it should be. 

The assessors «charged each with 
making a return less’ than it should be 
and the shortage rangeS anywhere from 
20 to 200 per cent. Qne prominent mer- 
chant tuened in his stock and fixtures at 
$700, when the amount should be something 
like $7,000.

SUGAR LED CHARLEY ASTRAY. 


He Is Accused of Stealing Sugar from 
the Block Company. 

Charley Lumpkin, the little negro boy 
who is accused of stealing sugar from the 
warehouse of the Frank E. Block Cem- 
pany, waived the preliminary hearing in 
his case when brought before Justice 
Bloodworth yesterday afternoon, and was 
sent to jail in default of a $100 bond, 

For some time past the managers of the 
company have been missing goods from 
the warehouse. At last it was decided to 
set a trap for the thief, which was done, 
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man Trammell and Commissioner Cren- 
shaw in dismissing the Brewer & Hanleiter 
petition for a 33 1-3 per cent cut in rail- 
road freight rates. 

Judge Fort has been a very sick man for 
ten days and his physician told him not 
to come. up .to. Wednesday’s hearing. On 
Wednesday, however, the commissioner 
left home, thinking that the case would 
last at least two days. When he arrived 
here Wednesday night he learned that the 
case had not lasted long and that it had 
been decided adversely to Messrs. Brew- 
er & Hanleiter, the Griffin wholesale gro- 
cers. 

Yesterday morning Judge Fort went over 
to the capital and went ‘through the record 
in the ease. He read the stenographic re- 
port of the evidence and of Mr. Brewer’s 
speech and then he read the answers of the 
rajlroads. 

In the afternoon the commissioner dic- 
tated his opinion to Secretary Massey to be 
entered on the minutes of the commission. 

Commissioner Fort tells why he was 
absent from Wednesday's hearing and 
states that he had examined the arguments 
presented and he says that he agrees with 
his associates in the opinion that the com- 
plainant did not make out his case. Then 
the commissioner goes on to say that there 
eught to be a thorough revision of the 
Georgia standard tariff of rates. The sys- 
tcm is too elaborate and is out of date, he 
says. It was adopted twenty years ago 
when conditions were very different from 
what they now are, 

Some rates are now too high and others 
are too low, he says. There should be a 
readjustment. The low rates should be 
raised and the high rates should be low- 
ered. He speaks of the improvement in 
railroad equipment which enables roads to 
haul two and three times as much weight 
in a train as they could haul fifteen years 
ago. Many kinds of business which were 
infant industries fifteen years ago are now 
well developed, he says, and he argues that 
these changes in conditions require a read- 
justment of rates. 

In announcing the board’s decision on 
Wednesday, Chairman Trammell stated 
that it would be unjust to the railroads to 
cut their rates now. j 

Commissioner Fort was asked yesterday 
what he thought of the proposition that the 
roads could not stand a reduction in reve- 
nue. This point was net toucheg on in his 
opinion, 

In his reply the commissioner said that 
he was not prepared to expreas an opinion 
on that point now. He would want to in- 
vestigate it first and he would not say 
whether he thought the roads could stand 
any material reduction at present. He did 
say that a readjustment in rates would not 
necessarily mean a reduction in revenue. 
It might bring a reduction and it might 
not. He knew that it made no difference 
to the roads how rates were readjusted, 
provided the earnings were not reduced. 
Judge Fort advocates a simpler classifica- 
tion, one that will reduce the classes to 
ten o¢ twelve, instead of twenty-two, as 
now. He stated that he has long been in 
favor of uniform classification and ‘has 
urged it before the annual conventions of 
the state railroad commissioners. It would 
be a good thing for the roads as well as the 


public, he says.

AFTER BALTIMORE AND OHIO,

Cutting Rates. 

The Baltimore and Ohio has doubled its 
tonnage for the last few months and the 
other east and west lines are kicking. They 
do not come out openly and say that the 
Baltimore and Ohio has been cutting rates 
to get business, but they intimate it. 

The Joint Traffic Association has ap- 
pointed a committee te see Receivers Mur- 
ray and Cowen, of the Baltimore and Qhio, 
and ask them to stop exceeding their pro- 
portion. The receivers have been on a trip 
of inspection the past week, and President 
Depew, of the New York Central, and 
Frank Thomson, of the Pennsylvania, have 
not been able to make connection with 
them so far. 

Ever since Mr. Murray went into the 
Baltimore and Ohio the system has been 
doing an increasing business, and the other 
roads think that there is manipulation go- 
ing on somewhere. This matter has been 
up before, but Mr. Murray replies that he 
has. increased the company’s equipment 
and it is now able to handle more business 
than it could formerly, when it actually 
did nat have enough engines and cars to 
move the traffic which it might have se- 
cured. Mr. Murray has also replied that 
his soliciting men are more active than 
they were formerly. They have been given 
to understand that they must get business 
or quit, and they have peen hustling.

THEY WIRE TO ATLANTA IN THEIR DISTRESS 


May Linger on the Border Waiting 


for Identification Papers—Stock- 
er .To Relieve Them. 


Lum Hee and Lum Sing, two leading Chi- 
namen of Atlanta, are in lots of trouble. 

Several weeks ago the two celestials went 
on a visit to relatives and friends in Can- 
ada. The term of their stay in the British 
dominions has expired, and now they want 
to come home. They can’t get home. Up 
there on the boundary line between Can- 
ada and the United States the two China- 
men are pulling their pigtails in the agony 
of despair and are firing maledictions in 
both Ohinese and English at the law that 
excludes Chinamen from this country. 

Lum Hee and Lum Sing are both regis- 
tered citizens of America, but it happens 
that they are just outside the limits of 
this inhospitable nation and the doors are 
closed in their faces. They are positively 
refused readmittance into this country, 
and now their almond eyes are expanded 
in the awful fear that they will never more 
be allowed to come back to Atlanta and 
wash shirts for the Whitehall street dudes. 

The Chinamen of the city are almost as 
badly stirred up over the predictament of 
their fellow countrymen as they were when 
Lo Yick took such an unceremonious de- 
parture with the contents of the treasury 
of the lodge of Chinese Masons. All over 
the city one can hear the laundrymen la- 
menting the fate of Hee and Sing. All that 
the two Chinamen possess on earth is here, 
and they are away up in Canada, hun- 
dreds and hundreds of miles from their 
property without any means of getting 
here. 

Both of the Chinamen have plenty of 
money to bring them home, but money is 
no consideration. If they had milliens it 
would do them no good, as there is a 
law en Uncle Sam’s statutes that prohib- 
its any and all Chinamen from entering 
this country who is not already a register- 
ed citizen. Of course this taw does not 
apply to Lum Sing and Lum ILlee, but in 
their situation it means the same thing. 

When thestwo Chinamen went to visit 
their friends outside the limits of this 
country they secured papers of permis- 
sion from the collector of customs. Armed 
with these papers the two orientals went 
their way rejoicing. Up in Canada where 
they went they were feasted by their 
friends, and every night they were honored 
by invitations to go around and hit the 
pipe with some laundryman who was anx- 
ious to show his hospitality to the visitors 
from Atlanta. In the security of the 
possession of papers from the president of 
this country, the two Chinamen made 
things lively across the line. They had no 
other thought than that when they started 
home their papers would be promptly hon- 
ored. 

Last week they told their friends in the 
north farewell and started on their journey 
back to Atlanta. All went well until they 
reached the inland port through which 
they had to come. There their troubles be- 
gan. When they tried to pass over the 
line into this country they were stopped 
by the collector of the port and told that 
their papers were no good. The Chinamen 
were stupified by the informaion. They 
would hardly believe the custom house offi- 
cer when he informed them that they were 
shut out of the United States and that 
they could not get back. The news was 
crushing; it was terrible. There in the 
United States-Canadian port, more than 
a thousand miles from their friends in At- 
lanta, they were told that they would have 
to stop. Of course they stopped. Trey 
could not do otherwise. They are stopping 
there yet. 

Simee finding themselves caught in such 
a@ predicament they have telegraphed to 
their friends and relatives here, and have 
been making every effort to have the irreg- 
ularities in their papers remedied. In some 
manner the papers do not provide for the 
proper identification of une two men. The 
brother of Sing, who runs a laundry and 
merchandise store at 181 Whitehall street, 
has been actively at work on the govern- 
ment officials here to extricate his brother 
from his rather unenviable position. Yes-

JURY SAVES THE NEGRO’S NECK. 


Frank Patrick Was Yesterday Allowed 
To Go Free on Charge of Rape. 
The life of Frank Patrick, the negro 
charged with rape, was again in peril yes- 
terday while the jury was deliberating 
upon the evidence in his case. Had a ver- 
dict of guilty been returned the sentence 
of the court would have been that the 

negro should be hanged. 

After a brief trial the case went to the 
jury and within five minutes after leaving 
the courtroom the jury returned a verdict 
of not guilty. There was a murmur of 
suppressed acclamation through the au- 
dience when the verdict was read by Clerk 
Tom Miller, but the bailiffs quickly se- 
eured order and warned the spectators to 
be careful. 

Frank Patrick has twice been in peril of 
| his life, for the trial yesterday was the 
second time he has been placed in jeop- 
ardy. The first trial resulted in a mistrial 
and the jury could not agree, although it 
was out many hours. When it was ascer- 
tained by the judge that no verdict could 
be reached the jury was discharged and 
the negro was remanded to jail, where he 
has since been awaiting his second trial. 

The negro charged with this capital of- 
fense was arrested several weeks ago and 
sent to jail. Upon the testimony of the 
alleged victim, who is a small negro girl, 
a true bill was returned against Patrick. 
Many witnesses testified in the case vester- 
day. Patrick stated that he was walking 
down the railroad frack near East Point, 
when the girl accosted him and he held a 
conversation with her. He says that he 
did nothing that was improper and after 
a short talk they separated and he heard 
nothing more of the matter until he was 
arrested.

INJURIOUS REPORTS 


DENIES 


Declares That Publications in New 


York and Elsewhere Are 
False. 


Mr. Frank Bell. the ex-president and 
manager of the Hotel Aragon Company, 1s 
in New York and he is vigorously denying 
the newspaper reports that have been sent 
out of Atlanta, reflecting seriously upon 
his honesty in financial dealings. 

Mr. Bell is at the Murray Hill hotel, his 
address being easiiy obtainable at all times 
and his mail having been regularly for- 
warded to h'm from Atlanta. The announce- 
ment is made that he will return to At- 
lanta the latter part of this week, possi- 
bly today. A close friend of his said yes- 
terday that Mr. Bell still regarded this 
city as his home, intended to make this 
his future residence, which statement he 
supplemented with the information which 
will be a great surprise in Atlanta, that 
Mr. Bell would return here and begin the 
practice of law. 

“Yes,”’ said he, “Mr. Bell will practice 
law in Atlanta. He has formed connections 
already and will take up his line of work 
in the summer or fall. He will not give 
up the enterprises he already has on foot, 
but will carry them through, while at the 
same time, he will care for his legal work. 

“He is a lawyer of experience and abil- 
ity and will make quite an acquisition to 
Atlanta’s legal circles. Before coming 
south he was a well known Jersey lawyer 
and made quite a success. He took a live- 
ly hand at politics and served terms in 
the house and senate of New Jersey. While 
he was in the house the present vice pres- 
ident, Garret A. Hobart, was speaker of 
that body, and he and Mr. Bell were close 
political as well as personal friends. Out 
of this fact grew the story that Mr. Bell 
was applicant for a consulate. If he should 
press his claims for such an appointment, 
I haven't a doubt that he would get it. 

“The idea of Mr. Bell running away to 
get out of debts here is absurd. He was 
in debt some, but in a strictly honorable 
way, and will pay all his debts in time. 
The stories that have been published about 
him do him grave injustice. There has 
been nothing hidden about his departure 
and whereabouts, as has been intimated. 
He let it be known when and where he 
was going, and the publications made in 
other cities have been utterly without foun- 


dation.” 

The New York papers of Monday had 
publications to which Mr. Bell objected. 
He calied at The Sun office Tuesday, and 
as a result of his visit the following pub- 
lication was made in The Sun of Wednes- 
day: 

“Frank Bell, who it was said in a dis- 
patch from Atlanta, Ga., which was pub- 
lished in The Sun of Monday, had disap- 
peared from Atlanta, wnere creditors who 
would like to find him held claims to the 
amount of $5U,000 against him, cailed at The 
Sun office yesterday to deny these state- 
ment. Mr. Bell said that the story was 
absolutely false. He had been from 1893 
until last October the president of the Ho- 
tel Aragon Company, a New Jersey corpo- 
ration, which leased the Hotel Aragon in 
Atlanta. 
an attachment against the hotel property 
and Mr. Bell was appointed receiver. He 
has been since then and is still, he said, 
acting as such, with the manager of the 
hotel as co-receiver. Un April 2th last 
the court ordered the sale of the properly 
and it was sold an May 4th.

‘Two hours she has been dead and more,” 
said a third, who was related to the wo- 
man.

When they saw the captain of the police 
approaching they made way for him and 
insisted on his going into the house. The 
captain accepted the invitation and he en- 
tered the dwelling. 

Laid Out on the Floor. 

In the hallway there was straw scattered 
about where it had been taken through the 
house to the room in which- the woman 
was laid out. The dead body was on the 
floor. At her head were four candles in 
Silver candlesticks, which will be kept 
burning until the woman is laid in the 
grave. 

She looked the picture of life as she lay 
there on the bare floor, but she had been 
ill but a little while and in life she had 
been a handsome woman, But the eyes 
were unmistakably closed in that sleep 
which knows no waking to things temporal.

Died at the Hospital. :

CROWDS COME ON CRUTCHES 


Great Throng Gather To Hear the 
Strange Man. 


QUEER METHODS OF THE ““DIVINE HEALER” 


He Introduced Several New Features 
Into His Programme Yesterday. 
How He Operated. 


Miller, the man who calls himself the 
Divine Healer, drew about him an excited 
throng at the Evangelists’ home on Hay- 
den street yesterday. He has succeeded in 
exciting the multitude to a high pitch of 
excitement and blind. unreasoning faith. 

He professes to be inspired, and if he 
continues his strange work in Atlanta it 
will be necessary for him to occtipy the tab- 
ernacie or go out to an open field, where 
the people can gather without a stampede. 

That he has accomplished temporary 
cures through hypnotic suggestions or the 
stimulation of weak wills or by some un- 
usual power appears to be a fact. At least 
his patients have gone professing tempora- 
ry relief. 

That he signally fails in many instances 
is also true. This he attributes to want 
of faith. His claim to divinity is not se- 
riously considered by any save his excited 
followers. 

His following yesterday was made up of 
a harrowing collection of unfortunates, of 
a good element of skeptics and a number 
who came merely througn curiosity. 

The healer’s first experiment was to cure 
the corns of the multitude. 

Next, he introduced a novel feature of 
blessing personal effects in the shape of 
handkerchiefs, hats, aprons and books. 
These, he claimed, after his blessing had 
been bestowed, would prove efficacious with 
the proper exertion of faith on any ailment 
by mere external application. 

A parallel line of cripples, mutes, invalids 
and all manner of afflicted persons was 
formed, and Miller walked in the center, 
making his experiments/on the cases as 
they came. 

Afterwards he repaired to the house, 
which was filled with those unable to walk 
and too weak to be brought into the yard. 
All of these had infinite faith in the power 
of the man to heal, and they aimost 
fought in their efforts to secure his atten- 
tion and feel his touch. 

Defies the Sun. 

Before beginning on his corn cure experi- 
ment, Miller stood bareheaded in the rear 
yard of the place with his eyes fixed di- 
rectly upon the sun. His mouth was part- 
ly open and his face wore a vacant, dis- 
tant look of deep introspection. He claims 
that he can fix his glance for ten minutes 
upon the disk of the noonday sun without 
winking. After securing the proper amount 
of “inspiration” Miller turned to the 
crowd. 

*Vell,”’ he said, in distinct German ac- 
cent, “all who haf corns vill bDiase hold 
up dere hands. I must first get der body 
in der broper condition an’ den de corns 


-vill go avay.”’ , . 


: 


As soon as the annoufticement was made 
a number of hands shot up in all directions, 
Miller glanced over the crowd and then 
relapsed into his silent state and began to 
gaze at the sun. After an interval of six 
minutes he drew a long breath and pro- 
nounced all the corns cured. He asked all 
who felt the effect to huid up their hands. 
A number of arms went up again. 

An old negro woman stumbled up and an- 
nounced that she was still afflicted. She 
informed the crowd that she had been 
troubled with a corn for fifty years. Muil- 
ler made a special experiment, but the 
woman insisted that she felt no effect. 

“Lord, nigger ‘oman, yer ain’t got de 
faith; dat’s what,”’ announced a converted 
sister, who had been relieved of her epi- 
dermal protusiona, 


A Reported Cure. 


In the meantime the people were flock- 
ing about in droves. Some were leaning 
over on crutches, others were limping 
ahead—all pushing and striving to get a 
touch of the healer’s hand. 

Miller was at work on a darky, whose 
arm was twisted up with rheumetism. He 
took hold of the negro’s arms and began 
to swing them in a lateral direction, then 
up and down, all the while telling the man 
that he could hdve free use of his arm 
if he had the proper faith. 

According to the darky’s story, the ex- 
periment was successful. 

“I haven’t been able to lift my hand 
to my head for a whole year,” he said, 
“and now I can do what I want with it.” 

Tries a New Scheme 

The crowd was pushing forward so fast 
that Miller announced he had a new 
scheme. He asked all who had handker~ 
chiefs to place them in a pile. These he 
declared would be blessed by him and when 
applied with faith would prove effective. A 
pine board was placed before the man and 
everybody rushed forward to lay their 
handkerchiefs thereon. Some did not have 
handkerchiefs and gave hats, aprons and 
anything else of a like nature. 

The healer made a huge pile and again 
fixed his eyes on the sun. Then he threw 
his arms over the pile and began again 
his incantations. This was kept up tor 
about ten minutes.,. 

The people in the meantime wete looking 
silently ori, their eyes fixed on Miller with 
excited gaze. As a finishing touch to his 
programme Miller produced a rubber stamp, 
which bore the mark, “The Lord bless you, 
Miller, the healer.” 

He then stamped every article in the 
pile, moved his arms in a mysterious man- 
ner and declared that each article was 
possessed of a healing power.

It involved the relinquishing of a ltarge 
and united pastorate which had just held 
a meeting in celebration of his fourth year 
of service, and the undertaking of a new 
and untried work. i 

After a careful study of the situation | 
the promise of a brilliant future for the > 
institution seemed so certain of fulfiliment, 
and the field of usefulness so large and 
attractive that, taken with the urgent 
and unanimous wish of the authorities, he 
felt it his duty to accept the position which 
had been offered. ei 

He therefore accepted the presidency, and 
has announced his intention of throwing 
his whole energy of body and mind into | 
the work which is now before him. 

Dr. Melden comes with an excellent In- — 
tellectual equipment. He received his col- 
lege education of the College of Liberal 
Arts of the Boston university, and pursued 
his theological studies in the same wuni- 
versity. His alma mater bestowed wpon 
him in 1892, the degree of Ph. D., after he 
had completed an extended course of study . 
in political economy and sociology in the 
School of All Sciences. 

Recently, when it was thought that Dr. 
Melden would leave his charge in Brock- 
ton, the members of his church petitioned 
the district conference to allow him to 
remain, and the daily papers took a de-- 
cided stand in the matter on the ground 
that Brockton could not afford to lose him 
for a while. 

All during the morning yesterday the 
local board of trustees of Clark university 
were in conference with Dr. Meldin, and 
it was soon after that he announced his 
intention of accepting the -presidency. He 
will return ina few days to Brockton, 
where he will end his affairs in that city 
and did his. congregation good-by.

Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


Atlanta, May 20.—Cables opened today 1 
to 1% points lower and the New York 
market responded with a still weaker open- 
ing, being 3 to 4 points under yesterday’s 
closing prices. The private cables attribut- 
ed the weakness to the absence of specu- 
lation and the smail demand for spot 
stuff, and the selling in the New York 
market by disgusted holders and the con- 
tinued pounding of the market by a 
prominent bear, he offering today 1,000 bale 
lots August at 7.23 and December at 
6.80. The impression on the exchange is 
that parties who have recently been sup- 
porting the July option have‘been quietly 
letting it go. The people who have faith in 
higher prices are anxiously awaiting for 
the selling movement to exhaust itself be- 
fore taking the long side of the market. 

There are reports of large engagements 
of freight room for export during June. If 
notices on June cotton are circulated we 
think in all probability they will be stop- 
ped. Most of the Texas districts send in 
very favorable crop prospects. There was 
not much in the market today in the way 
of general news, and the swing of prices 
was within the narrow range of 3 points 
during the forenoon. New Orleans expects 
tcmorrow 100 to 300 bales and Houston 200 
to 400. The movement to the ports continue 
light, and stocks continue to decrease by 
reason of the export movement.

Superintendent Wright Gives Railroad 
Figures. ' 


A CONSTANT INCREASE IN GROWTH 


Which Marks the Surrounding Coun- 
try—A Uniqué Water and Light 


Dublin, Ga., May 18.—(Staff Correspond- 
ence.)}—There is something about Dublin 
which forcibly reminds the visitor of At- 
lanta. 

Every one scems to have occupation, and 
all are at work. People are busy buying 
and selling, the advantages of Dublin are 
duly impressed wpon all, and the city seems 
to be a beehive. 

“What we lack most,” said an old citi- 
zen, “is capital. Our business men and 
others are kept wideawake in the effort to 
make ends meet.” 

Like Atlanta again, there is no room for 
the drones who feel that they have 


enough, while the busy man is at .a prem- 


fum. Tt is 4 greund-n% cuse, anid he has 
to work, or he will bé left. The result is 
a city of business people, which makes a 
favorable impression, and institutes a com- 
parison with those dull, sleepy towns which 
boast of surplus bank capital and the ab- 
sence of general thrift. Dublin is not one 
of those towns wnich takes two hours off 
for dinrer, knocrs “ff at 5 and stays asleep 
until 10 next morning. Get up at 4 tn the 
morning, and you will.find people planning 
for the day. During the dinner hour one 
partner stays at the desk until the other 
returns. Then there are so many people 
with some little trade of their own to 
attend to that the Atlanta spirit can be 
seen and felt. 

In a talk with General Manager J. F. 
Wright. of the Macon, Dublin and Savan- 
nah. he sald: : 

“Dublin has forged ahead in the race 
of progress wonderfully, and the town will 
more than hold its own with any other of 
like size in the country: I can make vou 
better understand the progress of Dublin 
by telling the business done by our road, 
for it is the country which makes the 
city. In the region traverged by the Ma- 
con. Dublin and Savannah there has been 
a steady Increase of acreage under culti- 
vation of at least 15 ver cent, and last 
year of 2 per cent. The improvement fn 
agricultural methods is equally marked, 
so that not only is the field growing wider 
but better tn quality.. There are now over 
8.0% neach trees In the orchards along the 
Yine, the largest orchards being those of 
Mr. 1D. Hurhes, at Danville. and of Colo- 
nel John M. Stubbs... at Montrose. The 
first crop, and a full one, was marketed 
fn 1895. consistine af twenty-eiecht carloads. 
This veer, notwithetandine that the crton 
is so fallen off, fully thirty carloads will 
be moved. The whole country shows 100 
per cent improvemeht. and the greater part 
of it has snrung up fm the last two vears. 
Mr. Hughes, .who has thirty-five acres in 
peaches, cleared $2,500 last "year. ‘To un- 
derstand the éxtefhft of the improvement and 
the evirit animating, the .peonle. it must be 
recollected that th®y have done ail this. in 
the face of a.bad.market and prices al- 
torether too lows If good markets and 
fair prices were to Come again. you would 
see such a renewed effort ad would aston- 
ish vou. Our roadeis petniiar tn that its 
traffic ts wholly lofal, and represents no 
throveh business whatever. It has been 
our aim to cultivate close relations with 
the people alone the line and to consult 
thelr needs. For instance, when we ob- 
qa semaine deomond for lands along 
the line, all of which was heavily wooded. 
it was retollected that one of the greatest 
pioneer obstacles was the clearing away of 
the forests. which looked like so much t'me 
and labor wasted. Appreciating the situa- 
tion, we made a specially low tariff in the 
transportation of cord wood. Thins the 
woodsman was making money by clearing 
his land, in the merchantable wood he was 
enadled to send into Macon, where it is 
needed in such lerge quantities. The re- 
sult was that hundreds of acres were clear- 
ead up, and the ground made ready for 
cultivation. Tt is in consulting the peo- 
pie in this way,”’ sald Mr. Wright. “that 
railroad management can be made har- 
monious. 

“Our increase in freights is a sure index 
of the condition of the country. The peach 
shipments, already alluded to, were in 
1895. 848 crates and. thirteen solid cars, 
while in 1896 they were 2,500 crates and 
twenty-seven solid cars.” 

The same proportion holds good as to the 
other two railroads and establishes a heal- 
thy condition of things for Laurens and its 
county site. 

“We have here.’’ satd Mr. William Schau- 
fel, “the best site for a city in Geor- 
gia. There is something about the place 
which commands confidence, Our people 
are all industrious and make the most of 
their opportunities. The farming commu- 
nity roundabout is excellent and is doing 
well. We have cotton warehouses and 
compresses, railroads, a navigable river, 
waterworks; an electric plant, a foundry, 
an ice factory, first-class mercantile estab- 
lishments, and a miscellaneous line of em- 
ployments which forms the basis of a com- 
plete city. All we want is more manufac- 
turers, and these we intend to get.”” Mr. 
Sthaufel is president of the board of trade, 
a body which has established and main- 
tains a confidence and general fivairy 
which inspires great work for the  com- | 
munity.

Is the Agent the Pinal Arbiter of & 
Question in Dispute? 


ARE INTERESTED 


Passenger Is Sued Because His Identi- 
fication Was Not Accepted—Is 
of Much Interest. 


The case of Rev. L. N. Robirfson, colored, 
against the Southern Railway Company, 
which was on trial yesterday inthe first 
division of the city court, developed 4 point 
of law which is of much interest to the 
public generally. 

Robinsen showed that he was a minister 
of the gospel. He lived in Palatka, Fia., 
and two years ago he purchased a cut-rate 
ticket and came to Atlanta to attend the 
Southern Baptist convention. The ticket 
upon which Robinson reached Atlanta and 
upon which he expected to return to Flor- 
ida was of that denomination known tv the 
railroads as a validated ticket.. The con- 
tract was printed in express terms on the 
back of the ticket and the purchaser agreed 
by signing his name to satisfactorily iden- 
tify himself to the joint agent in the At- 
lanta validating office. Unless the ticket 
was validated, the return coupon was 
worthless for transportation. 

By direct testimony Robinson showed that 
when he was ready to leave Atlanta he 
went to the validating office in the Mark- 
ham office and presented his ticket to Agent 
Johnson, saying that his name was HKobin- 
son. Agent Johnson was suspicious and 
he refused to validate the ticket unless the 
identification was more compiete and satis- 
factory. Rebingon then secured a friend 
and the two negroes called at the validating 
office. the companion of Robinson telling 
the agent that Robinson was the original 
purchaser and holder of the ticket. Agent 
Johnson was not satisfied, but handed the 
ticket back to Robinson. 

Robinson testified yesterday that he sup- 
posed that the ticket had been stamped and 
made valid, and he boarded the Southern 
train and knew there was nothing wrong 
with the ticket until the conductor refused 
to accept ft for passage. Robinson was put 
off the train, and returning to the city em- 
ployed Attorney Jonn G. Walker to file 
suit against the Southern for damages. 

After all the testimony was in, Mr. Saun- 
ders ‘McDaniel and Colonel P. H. Brewster, 
representing the Southern railway, made a 
motion to non-sult the case, claiming that 


Johnson was not the agent of the Southern, 


but the agent of the Florida road whieh 
originally issued the ticket. Another reason 
incorporated in the motion was that the 
purchase of the tcket and the signing of 
the name of the purchaser amounted to an 
expressed contract bei... n the two roads, 
and that the contract t.a.ued the validating 
agent as the agent of both parties. Mr. 
MeDaniel contended that identification by 
the purchaser to the validating agent must 
be satisfactory, as this was expressed in 
the printed and accepted contract, knowl- 
edge of which Robinson must have had, as 
it is supposed he read the contract before 
signing it. : 

“When Robinson bought the ticket,”’ said 
‘Mr. McDaniel, he knew 
identify himself to the satisfaction of the 
agent in Atlanta. He took that risk, may 
it please the court, when he signed the con- 


tract and became one of the contracting \ 


parties. He also knew that unless he could 
identify himseir the, return coupons were 
worthiess.’’ ~ 

‘Suppose, then,” interrupted Judge Reid, 
*]) were to buy a ticket and go to a city 
in which I was a total stranger and knew 
no one, what about the matter then? It 
would be impossible for me to identify my- 
setr." 

A number of authorities were read upon 
the subject, including a recent decision in 
the state of South Carolina. The argument 
was exceedingly interesting and pertinent 
and consumed almost the entire morning. 

During the progress of the tesiimony 
Ronminson stated that he was not only a 
minister of the gospel and pastor of the 
First Baptist Coiored church of Palatka, 
but that he was a member of the city coun- 
cil of that place.

CHILD RESTORED TO ITS MOTHER 


Jury Granted Mr. Green a Divorce, but 
Gave Child to Mrs. Green. 

There was a conflict of testimony yester- 
day. in the superior court when Mr. W. C. 
Green told the jury about his married life 
and when Mrs. Green testified before the 
court touching the conduct of her husband. 
Green testified that his wife was not af- 
fectionate; fhat she failed to prepare his 
daily meals and often cursed and abused 
him.

There was a seri- 
ous conflict of testimony and the charges 
brought by the husband were denied by 
the wife, while the wife claimed that her 
husbarna was responsible for the scpara- 
tion, which was emphatically denied by 
the plaintiff. 

The chief object of the contended case 
was for the possession of the little girl. 
The wife claimed the possession of the 
child on the grounds of its sex cnd its 
tender years and from the very reason 
that she had been in charge of the child 
since the separation. The jury gave both 
parties to the sult a verdict, removing all 
disabilities, and decided that the mother 
Was the proper custodian of the child.

Over Twenty-Five Flues Have Been 
Condemned—Will Stop Erection 
of Dangerous Chimneys.

Butiding Inspector Pittman is waging a 
relentless war on those contractors and 
builders who persist in erecting chimneys, 
flues and hearths that are defective and 
dangerous. 

This class of inspection has beea occupy- 
ing the grezter portion of the time of 
Building Inspectcr Pittman, and when he 
was flooded with requests from ovuwners 
of large buildings for inspection, Pittman 
found it necessary to have an assistant. 

For ona day he was given a policeman 
to help in the work, but on May 15th Mayor 
Collier appointed Mr. Frank Aiken to as- 
sist in the inspection. 

Mr. Aiken is a well-krown builder and 
has had a great amount of experience in 
the erection of chimneys and flues. He is 
thoroughly equipped for the work, ag is 
evidenced by the good results he has al- 
ready obtained. 

Mr. Aiken now has charge of the inspec- 
tion of buildings outside the fire limits of 
the city, ard Mr. Pittman coniines his 
work to the fire district. His work is that 
of inspecting of large buildings in the cen- 
ter of the city. 

Mr. Aiken has been at work for about 
four days, but in that time he has ac- 
complished no small amount of work and 
has brought abcut excellent resuits. lur- 
ing there four days he has condemned 
twenty-five flues and eight chimneys. 

These are new houses now :n the course 
of erection and the builders will nave to 
destroy them and rebuild them in ac- 
corcunce with the building laws of the 
city. Mr Aiken is enabled to visit each 
building in the course of erectidn ev ery two 
or three Gays and gives them his whole 
time and attention. 

lielore Mr. Aiken was appo'nted tempo- 
rary assistant, Mr. Pittman had to do all 
the cfice work and was not able to visit 
each bui:ding moré than once a week, if 
that cflen. Mr. Aiken gives those who 
desire 10 violate the buriding laws no 
chance to cover up their bad wor and he 
sevs (hét the law is enforced. 

The office work of the bulldinzg depart- 
nent is growing more vo.uminous every 
day. It requires the greater porticn of 
Mr. Pitiman’s time to atteni to the wants 
cf thoaze who apply for permits. 

Since a large building collapsed a few 
days cgo he has~ been inspeciing large 
buildings in the center of the city, and 
this has occupied the greater portion of 
his t'me and attention. Mr. Aiken has 
been ajpointed to assist Mr. Pittman for 
a period of sixty days, aad at the end of 
that time it was thought the demand 
fur the inspector’s attention to !arge build- 
ings would have subsided. 

Thee is a vast amount of work tn Mr. 
Pittman’s office, however, and it is safe 
to say that were Mr. Aiken permanently 
retained he would have ensuzg1 work -to 
keep himself busy. It is not known wheth- 

er or rot Mr, Pittman, will ask to be al- 
lowed to retain his agssistan:.
